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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to independent Claim 1 to contain the body of Claim 7 would change the scope of dependent 
Claims 3, 4, 1 1 , and 31 , thereby raising new issues that would require further consideration. Moreover, it is not clear that the original 
disclosure supports the method recited by Claim 4 in the proposed amendment. Specifically, it is not clear that the disclosure supports a 
method, wherein the probe tip is both coated with the chemical to be delivered and causes localized scattering of photons. Should 
applicant seek to have the proposed amendment entered with the filing of a RCE, applicant is requested to specifically identify support 
for the proposed amendment in the orginal disclosure. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument in regards 
to Claim 1 that the combination of Goodman et al. and Scott et al. would not result in a workable process, the test for obviousness is not 
whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the 
claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
Specifically, the examiner argues that one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to modify the process taught by 
Goodman et al. to incorporate the teachings of Scott et al. to react and/or mill a copper feature of an integrated circuit substrate, in order 
to, as taught by Scott (Column 2, Lines 58-67), perform testing and debugging of a copper integrated circuit. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
!n re Merck & Co, 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
